While in Nanaimo the other day your 
correspondent M-as attracted with t!\e ip- 
viting appearance of a imsin^sa premises, 
and on oiuiuiry fo.uini it to be that of C. 
I'inibuiy vt Co., druggists and stationers. 
As it iw pnrbably the liiieat of its kind in 
tho province, a detailed descrijition of its 
apjjointineuts will not be amiss. The 
building is a tvfo-atory brick, and is situ- 
ated ou the west side of Commercial street 
aud in the centre of the business part of 
thu city. It is US feet wide, 70 feet long 
and 30 feet high. Thcj ceiling of the &rst 
story is 10 feet high and the second story 
13 feet. The iiiaiii portion of the first 
floor is used for a drug, at.atiotieiy and 
book store, and is 3o feet by 50 feet. The 
rear 20 feet by the whole width being 
divided into three rooms— ofliee, labor- 
atory and waiting room.

M. M. Elsie and 
other* of ihe Committeo: — Gents — When 
your committee Visited me on the Fourth 
of .July last and presented the otticial an- 
nouncement of my iioinination for tho 
presidency of tho United States by tho 
ilepublican party, I promised as soon as 
practicable to communicate to you a more 
formal acceptance of the nomination. 
.Since that time the work of receiving and 
addreasing almost daily large delegations 
of niy fellov^■ citizens has not only occupied 
all my time, but has in some measure 
rendered it necessary to use this letter as 
a modium of communication to the i)ublic 
f niy views on the questions involved in 
the campaign. 1 appreciate very highly 
tho contidenoe and respect manifested by 
the couvoiitioii, and accept tho nomina- 
tion with a feeling of gratitude and a full 
sense of the responsibilities which ac- 
company it. It ia a matter of congratula- 
tion that iho declarations of the Chicago 
convention upon the ipiestioiia that now 
attract the interest of our people are 
lear and emphatic. There 
is further cause for congratulation in the 
fact that the convention utterances of tho 
democratic party, which were in any de-- 
gree uncertain or contradictory, can now 
bo judged and interpreted by executive 
acta and inossages, and by delinite pro- 
positions in legislation. This is especially 
true of what is popularly known as the 
taritr (luestion. The issue cannot now be 
ubscnred.

Judging by the ex- 
ecutive message of December last, by the 
Mills bill, by the delegates in Congress, 
and by tho St. Louis platform, the denip- 
cratic party will, if supported by tho 
country, ])lace tho tariff laws upon a pure- 
ly revenue basis.

Free trade iu an English sense. Tho le- 
gend upon their banner may not be ''free 

trade," it may be the more obscure motto, 
"tarilf reform;" but neither the banner 
nor the inscrijition is conclusive or indeed 
very important. Tho assault itself is the 
important fact. Those who teach that tho 
import duty upon foreign goods sold in 
our market is paid by the consumer, and 
that the price of tho domestic competing 
article is enhanced to tho amount of tho 
duty on tho imported article; that every 
inillion dollars collected for euatonia duty 
ropreseiits many millions which do not 
reach the treasury, but aro paid by our 
citizens ai the increased cost of domestic 
productions resulting from tariff law, may 
intend to' discredit in tho minds of others 
our system of levying duties in competing 
foreign products, but it is already 
discredited in their own. Wo cannot 
doubt without inipugiiiiig their integrity, 
that if free to act on their convictions, 
they would so sever our laws as to lay the 
burden iipoti the customs rovenuo and 
upon' articles that aro not produced in 
this country, and to jilaco upon the free 
list all comiieting foreign product.s. I do 
not atop to refute this theory, as to tlie 
efi'ect of tariff duties. Thusu who ad- 
vance it aro students of maxims and not 
markets. They may safely be allowed to 
call: th^ir project tariff reform, as the peo- 
ple undorstand that in the end the argu- 
ment compels free trade in all competing 
proiluclK. 'I'his end may not be reached 
abruptly, and its approach may bo ac- 
companied with some expressions of ayrn- 
piithy for our protected industries and 
working people; but it will certainly 
come. ' If those early steps do not arouse 
the people ' to effect resistiuice the 
republican party holds that in-otcctive 
tariir is constitutional, wholesome and 
necessary. We don't oU'er a lixod scho- 
ikile but a princiide.

A Daiorlptlon ot tho ConEO District by « 

naturned Trarelar. 

A Frenchman named Lncien Fame- 
lort, who has traveled thirteen yenrs in 
Africa collecting natural historj- objects 
. , tor a firm in Paris, lately arrived In Mon- 
treal. Speaking of the Congo district he 
Slid: • 

"The Congo district is a tract of land 
more than one inilliuti five hundred thou- 
■ . I md square miles in extent, divided into 
three parts, the Portuguese, French and 
Freasectlons, of which the last named is 
I ly far the moat extensive. The French 
portion is on the north side of the river; 
the Portuguese on the south side, and n 
narrow strip on both sides of it belouKS 
' to the Free State. 

"Only the portion of the Conpo from 
•lie ocean to Stanley Pool is uHvigable. 
I''roni Managangu to Ubajl, tUure are 
many rapids and falls, making navl^^atlou 
' Impossible. 
~' "Stanley, on his first voyage In 1S72, 
formed the Fre^ State of the Congo, 
which now itaads tinder the protectorate 

J'VW^^^^'^ no' iudn^stry at all in the en- 
Jr liy^diitrlct;. All business is confined to 
t 'the ' exchange of produce for imports. 
V.,.'-Tlie produce consists mostly of ivory, 
rnbber, palm-oil, cocoanut and orsellle, a 
s irt of paint, and coflee. Manclienter 
cotton goods, rum, gin, powder, flint-lock 
guns, second-hand clothing and furniture 
are the principal articles of import. 

"The natives on the coa.st arc really less 
c'.vili/.ed than those of the interior, as 
Ihvy fall into the vice of druiikennessand 
a 'opt. other vices from the Europeans, 
ji I ( ''Whatever the natives find, if they 
tUvurs liot' seen-it Defore, tfaejr adore as 
gods. It will take a long time before the 
country will bo opened up, as the lower 
portion of the Congo is very unhealthy, 
owing to swamps and marshes. 

"As to religion and morality, no family 
exists among the blacks. The children 
are a common burden on the tribe. The 
natives go to the nieHtlugs if they are 
i.^'i>oid, but not generally otherwise. The 
only Itope of tho missionairies is through 
tUd cliiklren, whom they attract and 
educate,"

Tlie Di'inUy Provincial Hecrotary Passes IVaoe- 
, fully Away After ii Llni;«rhur IllncBS. 

.■Viiotlier member of that liaixly bai(d of 
pioneers which laid the foundation!' of our 
fair province passed peacefully to his rest 
yoaterday afternoon in the person of Mr. 
Thus. 'EIwyn, deputy provincial secretary. 
Tho deceased was in tlio 51st year of his 
age, and had been ill for over a year past. 
Bvorythiug that medical skill and cliaiigo 
of climate could accomiilish was put forth 
to prolong his life, but yostorday the 
atrong spirit that had braved so many of 
the vicissitudes and diini/iers incident to 
piopeor life, si^couuibe^ to thi^t. wasting 
discaso; 'coiisuiuptibii. 

The late Mr. Klwyii was the ehle.nt son 
of Lieiit.-l leiieral I'jlwyu, of the Royal 
.Vrtillery, now resident at C'lielt eiihau! . 
I'hig., was born in Ireland and was an oj 
licoriii Olio of the Kiiglish regiments tliir- 
iiig tho war of tho Crimea, A younger 
hrother is now liouteiinnt in the Itoyal 
Navy, while another was lost in tho foun- 
dering of II.M..S. .Slaiiey, which went 
down with all hands a couple of years ago 
in ,1 typliooii ill tho Uliina seas. In fact, 
ever since J'jiiglaiid had a standing army 
lU' a navy, members of the IClwyn faiiiil)' 
liave been represented in their ranks. In 
the year l,S5!(, the decisised, then a young 
man of arrived In Victoria, and, like 
the majority then in tho cohuiy, jirocood- 
ed to the gold mines. 

Mo was (die of tho earliest minora on 
Williams Creek, and was half |iartner 
u itli Charlie llaiikin in the Barker claim, 
from which I lie present town of Barker- 
ville derives its iianio. In the fall of BSol 
ho was .-ippointod by the late 
Sir .lames Douglas aa gold ciuiimis- 
siuiior, and his associates yet remaining 
speak of the fair and impartial decisions 
.liulge Khvyii gave while in that ollice. It 
IS a tact that not one uf his liudiiies, ap- 
pealed to the .Supreme Court, was ever 
reversed. lie was a shrewd, elear-lieail- 
ed man, and everyone respected him as 
3uuli and all were his friends. He con 
tiuuud gold.coininisaioner until the end ol 
18G2, ami in 1803 had charge of tho gold 
escort, which accompanied the largo 
Liiiinint of treasure then being sent out of 
the mines. 

In bSiU the Billooet Indian iiprisiin,' 
took place and the deceased was appoint ed 
seciuid ill cnmiiiaiid of the company whieli 
left Westminster under Judge Brew to 
ipiell the revolt. Thia was siiece.M.sfully 
i..'cimi|ilislied, and for a few years the de-

i'ariiiiug with scver.il others. In JSlill llio 
Western I'liioii telegraph e.'Clilora- 
Loiy survey started froiii Ques- 
nellemouth, and Mr. Elwyii accompan- 
ied the party as Stipefidiary luagistrato. 
.-\s is well known, they proceeded to tho 
forks of the .Skeena, and north aoro.ss the 
Stiekeen to near the headwaters of the 
Vukon, when they were recalled on the 
sincess of the Atlantic cable beiui^ denioii- 
sU'ated. The deceased then returned to 
\'ictoi ia and for .iome years was migaijed 
111 tlie H. B. Co's service on the steamer 
I )tter and other vessels.

Clia,s. (iood, who roturnod to ling- 
land and resigned. Ho occupied that 
ollice up to the time of his dc.-ith. and 
inembers of all parties have ever looked 
upon liim as one of the must v.ilmible 
ntlicers ill the civil service. Tho various 
and trying work of that department was 
alway.s well dono, audit vyill ho a dillieiilt 
matter to till tliu place left vacant by 
his deal li.
